BERLIN, (Dec) 

The general attention is now begtaning 
to tara with more eagerness to the artieles 
riative to the Constitution which were 
brought betore the public by tbe Boyal 
Ordinance of the Zl of May, relative to, 
ie formation of a Natianal Representiee 
tien. ‘The movement which this has ex« 
cited iu all heads, is of a peculiar kind. 
Hy the absence of so great a number of 
distinguished and able men, who were 
stoned partly by the war, partly by 
akairs coanccted with it, whose courage 
and judzment weit nedessury, a certaun 
narrow and perverse spirit, (which cone 
Wives lo subsist in every state more or kssy 
amidat all spirit of a bitter hind), had 
unexpectedhy gained} room to shew utseit, 
and formed a party whose Ärst efforis were 
rade witd violence enough, Khe views 
ol the King and ilse wishes of the people 
inetuded much (hat was in sirect contcan 
dietion to the pretenstons and the seifscons 
ceit of a way ot thinking (hat scarcely bre 
long to ir Wurms) as these Tast, wiich are 
bberited by a very few indivicuats, are in 
opposition “to the just chains of alt. A 
venstlulion, they :hougkt, wonkd be well 
enough, but they would itke to have the 
making ef: iz a repreventatioa ot the pcos 
ple might do very well, but they were best 
quite to term (he mejorilys in a word, 
prejudice was te hate the upper hand, bee 
Cause, juhginen:, kuowkedge, and tatent, 
might prove daagerous to (hose among 
(hemm who are still tn, possessien of a pore 
tion ef power, and are fuliy sensible that 
they do not possess it by (he above 
named qualifieatsons. On this ground it 
may be explained, why so many persons, 
not noble, recognise themselves so mary 
pretensions of the nobility, and find their 
dwn cause in that of an institution (hat has 


outlived itself, for gyhich they now con- 


tend and sopkisticise in cominon. The 
question respecting the nobitity is the truc 
and onty subject of a:l political difierendel 
in people's minds in Prussia, and often 
those who have seemed least to have spoe 
ken of it have had st the most in their 
thoughte. That a Ileprvsentative Coustie 
tutioa be formed is the: will of the King, 
and almost all are agreed ‘tn its if there 
sce to be some against it; it is merely the 
manner in which they believe the pro= 
blem may be solved, with wliich they are 
dissatisied, Rae 

_Khe division of the Representatives into 
an upper house, with hereditary peers, 
and « tower house, with members annually 
changed, is given vut as the perfection of 


every constitution, and there are people. 
who attribute to the neglect of this’ divi 


gion all (he'ensuing failure of the Freuch 
revolution. Yet the institution of an up- 
per.house among us, and every new pris 
viieged attribution ot the nobility, might 
be a most, hazardous measure. The upper 
house, as the centre of all antiquated and 
now teviving aristocratic ideas, would op- 
pose the nobility to the Prince and to the 
people, and keep them both asunder.

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The Princes would seldom find in the no= 
bility a support, but much oftener an ene« 
mj, however it wicht be pretended to pere 
stade us ef the coutrary. Phe general 
disposition in Prussia can only fear toa 
great restriction on fhe Princes he can 
hardly retain power enough, and it will 
certainly be advantageoua to tha States, if 
(he attributes of our Upper House as it is 
called, rather belong to the Prince in the 
form ola Veto. What Ancillon has latee 
ly said, woud discover neither a phila- 
sopkicaf nor historical spirit in him, were 
it not chicly taken from other well known 
and numerous expressions of opinien, and 
to be regarded in him as mere repetition, 
In all things of this kind we may hope 
soon to sev order introduced; {he dictates 
ol reason stand im, and are not shaken 
by itle talk; ahich would gladly deny 
their existence. The wall of the King ts 
generous amd noble, he has always and 
vasily seen and done what was best for his 
peop:e. Phe return of so many enlighe 
tene amd well informed men to Berlin, 
will diffuse light elsewhere, The forward 
pretenstuns are mostly put ta stience alreas 
dy, or soon will be so, The Prince 
Chancellor is surrounded by all the good 
will, all the confidence, and all the hopes 
of the better part of the -nations all party 
spirit ceases with bim. If folly does not 
acquire unexpecterl strength, it it does not 
make excessive eorts, we may announce, 
even now, the end of the great crisis which 
some would so willingly have raised into 
real eoustitutional tempests, and we may 
await with confidence (he measures of our 
Govermment, in which we place too great 
confidence for even years ot delay to make 
us falter in il. —( Allgemeine Zeitung.)

FRENCH PAPERS. 


Paris, Jan. 18, 


he Gazette Officielle contains the fole 
wing Law: 
Louis, by the Grace of God, &c. 


We have proposed, the Chambers have 
adopted, we have ordaincd, and do ordain 
as follows— 

Art. 1, A fall and an entire Amnesty is 
accorded to all:those who directly or in- 
directly took part in the rebellion and 
usurpation of Napoleon Buonaparte, save 
ing the exceptions hereinafter named. 

2. The'ordinance af the 2Gth of July 
will continue to be executed with’ respect 
to the indivicaals samed in the Grst article 
of that Ordinance, 

3. ‘The king can‚ in the space of two 
months from the promulgation of the _prce 
sent law, exile from France such of the 
individuals comprized in the Al article of 
the sail ordinance as he shall keep on it, 
and as shall not have been previvusly 
brought before the Fribunals; and ia that 





case such partics shall quit France within 
the time fixed for them, and shall not 
return without the express permission of 
his Majesty, under pain of transportation. 
The king may, in like manner, deprive 
(hem of all property and all pensions 
granted to them on grounds ef favour. 

4. The relatives of Napotean Buouaparte : 
in ascending and descending line— his 
uncles, aunts, nephews, nicces; his brothers, 
their wives, and their issue 3 his sisters and 
their husbands, are excluded fur ever from 
(he-kingdom, All are bound to depart 
therefrom in the space of one month, 
under the penalties specified in the 9!st 
article of the Penal Code, They cannot 
enjoy any civil right in France, nor possess 
any property whatsoever, any ile or pens 
sion granted ta them of favour; and they 
shall be bound to sell, within six months, 
all the property that (hey hoid in France 
by purchase, Ô 

5. The present Amnesty is nat applicable. 
to those persons against wlont prosecu:io:g 
have been direeted, or aguiest whom judge 
mênts have been preaonneed, prior to tbe 
promulgation of tre present laws such 
prosecutons shall he continued ard such 
Judgments executed contormably to te 
laws. 

6. Are not comaprized in (he present 
Amnesty crimcs or offences against ivdivi- 
duals, al whatever period they may have 
been committed. Fhe p rsous charged 
with such erimes may be always prosccute 
ed according to the lans, 

7. Those vf the regiendes, who, in cone 
tempt of a clemency almost boumlfe:s, 
voted for Che Additional Act, or accepted 
offices or employmeuts from the Usurper, 
and who, by so doing, declared themiselv.s 
irrecoucilcabie eneiies of France, and 
of the tawful Govermmnent, arg for ever 
excluded the feains, and are bound to q:rit 
itín the space of one menth, under paia 
of the punishment enacted by the vod 
articie ot the Penal Code. They. canuot 
possess any civil right in Fra=ve, or any 
property, title or pvasiou gruved to Chem 
ol favours 

The present law, c-cusoed, “'e bernted, 
and adopied by one Civ vers ef Peers and 
Depu'ies, aud swuctionsd vy us this day, 
shut be executed as a law of the State; we 
will, in cooscqitence, that it be observed 
and ovaintarned accordingly ìn all our 
kingdom, sud in the lands aud countries 
therero belonging. Ì 
“In furtheranve whereof, we cire it in 
cogrmand to wsl our Courts, Tribuaals, 
Prefects, Administrative B utivs, and otho 
ers, that these pres-nts, ty _observe id 
mrauntain, cause tw be observed and maine 
taised, and iu order to make them better 
known, cause tiem to be published and 
registered where occasion shall requires for 
such is our pleasure, and tn order (hat the 
Uring may he firm and permanent for evers 
we have hereunto set our seal. 

Given at Paris, at the Castle of the 
Fhuillceries, (he 12th day of the month of. 
January, in the year ot grace 1816, and 
of our reign the 2ist.
